car anb bus strike.

He told the boys 
he had come all the way frorn 
Madison, Wis., to help the negotia- 
ting committee—"and if you don't 
accept this deal I'm;going back to 
Madison; and pretty soon you'll be 
coming out to Madison to sec me 
about more strike benefits . . 
and I'll be just as 'tough then as 
you are being now." 


The meeting boiled over — but 
when they took the vote it was 
two-to-one for acceptance. 
•fHuman nature is the same every- 
where. Everybody wants a job, but 
the dispute is noisiest just before 
peace—even in the city of Brother- 
ly Love.

Conflicting 
Claims in 
Bolivia Plot 


La Paz, Bolivia, Feb. 21 —(/Pi- 


Conflicting claims arose today fol- 
lowing weekend political unrest in 
Bolivia. 


President 
Enrizue 
Hertzpg's 
government, which stepped 
into 
power after a bloody revolution 
less than three years ago, claimed 
it had subdued a plot to unseat his 
regime. 


But 
exiled opposition 
leaders, 
charged wilh planning the revolu- 
tion, said the government asser- 
tions were "fantasy," invented lo 
eliminate opposition candidates in 
eleclions for the senate and cham- 
ber of deputies next May. 
Hertzog, saying he would order a 
"state of siege" as an emergency 
measure, blamed the plot on back- 
en- of President Gualberto Villar- 
roel, who was strung from a lamp- 
post in the July, 1946, revolution. 
About J.OOO were killed in bloody 
fighting at thai lirnc.

Every- 
ne — man, woman or child—who 


had •income in 1948 of $600 or more. 


If that means you — and if you 
till owe some tax — you must 


a return by March 15 and, at 


he same time, pay the tax in full. 


It it means you — but you owe 
othing because, perhaps, full tax 
was withheld from you in 1948 — 
you still must file a return. 


(Due to the tax cut, many pco- 


nlc will have a refund coming to 
them because too much tax was 
withheld from them in 1943.) 


What of those who had some 1948 


ncomn but less than $600? Musi 
.hoy file a return? No. but 


If any tax was withheld 
from 
horn, they should file a return be- 
cause in that way, but that way 
onlv. they may got a refund.
